A shower support according to claim 1 , wherein the 
wall-mounting arm jutting out of the mounting fixture ^ is may bo pivoted on the 
mounting fixture and the holder for the shower head that is attached to the t hat 
end of the wall-mounting arm that is opposite from the mounting fixture ^ is pivoted 
on the wall-mounting arm 

3(currently amended). A shower support according to claim 2, wherein a the 
pivot axis of the holder for the shower head is approximately orthogonal to a fee 
longitudinal axis of the wall-mounting arm 

4(currently amended). A shower support according to claim 2 or claim 3 , 
wherein an the axis, about which the wall-mounting arm ® pivots on the mounting 
fixture {2} is parallel to a the surface of a wall. 

A shower support according to claim 1 any of tho 
forogoing c l aimo, whoro i n tho axio, about which the wall-mounting arm pivots on the 
mounting fixture (2), lioo about an axis in a horizontal plane. 

A shower support according to claim 1 any of tho 
foregoing c l aimo , wherein the wall-mounting arm pivots about a pivot axis on the 
mounting fixture and the holder for the shower head pivots about a pivot axis on 
the wall-mounting arm, and wherein said two pivot axes are parallel to one another. 

A shower support according to claim 6 any of tho 
forogoing cla i mo , wherein aj&& maximum pivot angle of the holder for the shower head 
relative to the wall-mounting arm at least equals ajhe maximum pivot angle of 
the wall-mounting arm ®, relative to the mounting fixture (2). 

A shower support according to claim 1 any of tho 
forogoing claimo , wherein the wall-mounting arm ® is configured to i n tho form ef a 
fork, at least in the vicinity of its far end ^ from the mounting fixture . 

A shower support according to claim 8, wherein the 
holder for the shower head is arranged between fee tines £34=) of the fork. 

A shower support according to claim 8 or c l aim 0 , 
wherein the wall-mounting arm ® forks approximately midway along its length. 

A shower support according to claim 1 any of tho 
forogoing c l aimo , wherein atbe pivot axis of the holder for the shower head (8) 
intersects atbe housing of the shower head ® near atbe centroid thereof.

A shower support according to claim 19, wherein the 
jaws (44) are tensioned toward one another while the shower head 4& is inserted. 



A shower support according to claim 19 
wherein the two jaws (44) on the holder for the shower head ^ are joined together by a 
tensioning component £4#). 

23(currently amended). A shower support according to claim 22, wherein the 
tensioning component (4#) is configured such that contact between it and the housing of 
the shower head (@) takes place over an extended area. 



A shower support according to claim 22, wherein the 
tensioning component (4=§) is configured such that a gap between it and the housing of 
the shower head ® occurs at at least one location^

A shower support according to claim 24, wherein the tensioning 
component is configured such that it does not contact the housing of the shower head at 
any location thereon.
